Yes, we have again a fine selection of modern lilies for you despite what you may 
have heard of our last winter. 


The winter 1948-49 was the most severe in the history of the Northwest. Our soil 
froze to a depth of 14 inches. Not expecting such weather no mulch whatsoever had 
been used on any of our plantings. While such semi-hardy bulbs as Watsonias, Ixias, 
Ornithogalum, etc., suffered heavily (Watsonias 95% winter killed) all the lilies 
mentioned in our list came through the winter in excellent shape if planted in the 
ground. Some lilies that were kept in boxes and exposed to severe freezing were 
damaged or lost. 


We have been growing lilies for over 10 years and still believe they are the most 
fascinating flowers to grow. The number of new Hybrids of great merit is astonishing 
and many a thrill is in store for the lover of beautiful lilies to see these in bloom for 
the first time. 


It is our sincere endeavor to get lilies to our customers in first class condition; that’s 
why as a rule we dig our lilies the day they are shipped. When you receive our lilies you 
will see the difference for yourself. We ship beginning October first and appreciate 
early ordering.

Our stock 1s the true Havemeyer. It is a vigorous 
grower. To the astonishment of visitors to our gar- 
dens last year, bulbs that were not disturbed for a few 
years grew toa height of 11 feet with 45-60 flowers to 
a stalk. The blooming period lasts over four weeks. 
In fact, the flowerheads are so heavy that staking is 
advisable. The flowers are large, 6-8” across, of semi- 
trumpet or bowl shape and of a warm, soft buff or 
creamy old ivory color with deep green at throat. Re- 
ceived Award of Merit from Royal Horticultural So- 
ciety of England. Unsurpassable for cutting. August 
flowering; 6-7” deep. Light shade.

L. GIGANTEUM 
The Giant Lily from the Himalayas 


We do not know of a more interesting and exciting lily to grow than the Giant 
Lily. In England it is the pride of the big estates. In this country every flower lover 
can grow it who can meet the following requirements: a half-shade location, well 
drained acid soil (plenty of peatmoss mixed into the soil), plant food and water 
during the growing season. Giganteum should only be transplanted during the 
dormant season; October is the best time. The roots are not damaged the way we 
pack the bulbs and the lily will take hold in its new location before severe freezing 
sets in. Of course it should be planted at once upon arrival, roots should never be 
allowed to dry. The bulbs we ship should b!oom within one or two growing seasons. 


The big, glossy, heart-shaped leaves make a beautiful plant even if the bulb 
would never bloom, and to watch this lily grow is a source of never ending interest. 
The year the bulb blooms, the flower stem may grow up to a height of ten feet within 
about ten or twelve weeks. You can almost see it grow. It stands to reason that a plant 
which grows so rapidly must have plenty of plant food and water available during 
this period. 


On the flowering stalk the lower leaves are very large, measuring as much as 52” 
around, towards the top leaves become smaller. Flower buds grow first in an upward 
position, finally opening in a downward position. The large, narrow trumpets are 
pure white outside, with narrow maroon stripes in the throat. The spicy, clove-like 
scent perfumes the air at night, and even after the flowers fall the forming plump 
seedpods again make the plant attractive until the end of the season. Only the year 
it blooms does Giganteum produce a flower stalk. 


After blooming the original bulb has spent itself. However, by this time numerous 
off-sets of varying sizes have been formed. Properly taken care of, these should in 
due time produce a continuous number of flowering bulbs; in our experience they all 
bloom within three years. We can think of few things that bring so much satisfaction 
and happiness to a nature and flower lover as this lily will.

flowering will intensify colors for most lilies. 

A WELL DRAINED soil is essential for all lilies. If your soil 
is heavy, lighten it with well-rotted leafmold or mix it with 
peatmoss. Peatmoss is essential to grow some lilies success- 
fully; we do not know of any lily resenting it. 

LIQUID COW MANURE in diluted form is the best plant 
food for any plant and lilies. Well rotted compost incor- 
porated in the soil is very good. Dishwater, which contains 
soap, fat, sugar in small amounts is an excellent plant food 
and very inexpensive. 

WE DO NOT RECOMMEND COMMERCIAL FERTILIZ- 
ERS FOR LILIES. The dangers of burning roots and bulbs is 
too probable.

There is hardly a plant that contributes so generously to 
the beauty of the garden and rewards the lover of flowers so 
richly for the little care devoted to it than this group of Lilies. 
Given the right location, a soil well drained and mixed with a 
generous amount of peatmoss, they will bloom year after year, 
increasing steadily. While imported stocks of this lily may grow 
to a height of 3-4 feet, often won’t even bloom the first year, 
our Oregon grown bulbs, according to reports from our cus- 
tomers in the Middle West did grow the first year after plant- 
ing to a height of 6 feet, flowering accordingly. The flowers of 
our Speciosum are outstanding. We ship them yearly to florists 
all over the nation to be used for corsages, weddings, etc. We 
can offer two varieties this year: 


L. SPECIOSUM RUBRUM 
The flowers have broad petals of white suffused pink, spotted 
rose. Large bulbs, 9” and up:

The flowers of this lily are truly magnificent. The stems are 
strong, dark purplish green with dark green shiny leaves. 
While we grow Rubrum and Magnificum in our gardens in 
full sun, for other parts of the country we suggest light shade. 
Magnificum will stand more sun than Rubrum. To prevent 
the soil from drying out quickly, we use a heavy mulch of 
peatmoss (4” deep) on our Speciosum beds. The flowers of 
Magnificum ate a rich carmine red, margined white with 
crimson spots. Long graceful stamens with chocolate-colored 
anthers accentuate their beauty. Speciosum will bloom for 
about a month during August and September. Plant 6” deep.

All Umbellatums are lilies easy to grow and they establish 
themselves readily in your garden.
